NBEW WOze in 


New York, Janttary 7.—James Fisk, Jr., 
died at 10:45 A. Mt. at the Grand Central ilo 
tel, in the presence of his wite, his father-in- 
law, Mr. Morse, Jay Gould, and a large num- 
ber of intimate friends. 

There was a change in the symptoms at 6 
A.M. and at 7 it was evident that death was 
approaching, and Le commenced rapidly to 
decline. Lis agony was mitigated by Injec- 
tion of morphine, and he retained partial con- 
sciousness until 10 o'clock, when he recog- 
nized his friends and thanked several vis- 
itors. 

Stokes’ weapon was a four-barreled Colt’s 
revolver bearing arifle bail. At midnight, 
Fisk said he thought he would get over it, 
and walked up stairs after he was wounded, 
Stokes and his attorney had talked and the 
attorney assured Stokes they had broken 
down the case and it would be dismissed. 
Stokes said, in an excited tone, “Is there no 
way to beat this man”’ Stokes then went to 
Miss Monsfield’s, thence to the scene of the 
tragedy. 

At midnight Fisk slept tranquily, The 
doctors considered his symptoms favorable. 
The ball has been found but not extracted. 
Fisk gave a lucid account of the event to 
the jury. 

Mansfield, who visited Stokes in jail, told 
the reporter that he (Ned Stokes) must have 
been crazy. 

Fisk died at 11 o’clock this morning. Tle 
employees of the Erie Railroad, of all grades, 
have crowded the corridors since morning. 
Jay Gould was in constant attendance. 
While Fisk lived Gould's face wore its 
usual calm expression, but when Fisk ex- 
pired his fortitude gave way. Gould’s grief 
found vent in tears. No unkind word was 
heard of the dead from the vast crowd. 
Many tongues recounted the acts of kindness 
of the deceased,
